Our Pacific Railway. 

It ia to bo feared that tho unhappy 
"scandal" ao artfully fulmiimted by the 
Opposition has tended to divert tho 
public mind so as not to read ari^dit 
all tho practical lessons tauglit by tho 
Jay Cooko failure. There is a sort of 
uudofined impression that this great 
failure imports delay to, if not aban- 
donmont^ of, tho rival road, tho North- 
ern Pacific; but the iniblic mind has 
been too muob occupied with tho "scan- 
dal" to Maaon out cause and effect or 
properly weigh the possible influences 
of the failure of the oiife'enterprise up- 
on the 8uco8^j3*#Jie other. That tho 
failure of Jay Coolce^ti^l\-- J^^vnoo 
raous -with failure of the great ^j^^ r| 
railway scheme which wos tlie CinLi 
cause of the disaster seems rather more 
than probable. That it must at the 
very least involve serious delay is not 
open to question. We, allude to the 
Northern Pacific as a. whole, as a com- 
plete through line to the Pacific. Of 
course portions built and to be built 
will bo utilized for local and branch 
purpose. Indeed, as much is now 
freely conceded by American authori- 
ty. Referring to this subject, tho 
New YorkHEBALD says; "We take it 
that all wild and venturesome railroad 
enterprises have come to a stand and 
that none of them will be resumed for 
some years to come. New ones will 
not be started, nor old ones revived. 
For a while a spirit of sobriety, caution, 
and even timidity is likely to jjrevail. 
Money will be wanted only for safe 
and legitimate business conducted cn 
a r.afc :ind consoryniivfi sculo." Hiicli 
admissions ironi such a quarter mean 
a great deal more than is expressed by 
the words employed. Loss cautious au- 
thorities have made much more swoop- 
ing admissions. There oiui bo no 
doubt at all that tho Northern Pacific 
has all along been regarded a.s a wild 
and most hazardous enterprise, one 
from "which the more prudent capital- 
ists haye^olways stood aloof." Now, it 
occurs to ithe reflecting mind, if such 
has been the case in the past, how 
much more in the iinmediato future ? 
Canit bo .soiiously doubted tliat tlieear- 
nost and vigorous prosecution of tho 
Canadian Pacific mu^t mean the aban- 
.donmen of the Northern'Paoifi'o ia's an 
independent through line? Capitalists 
who liavo shrugged their shoulders at 
the Northern Pacific as a too hazard- 
ous entei'prise, wouM not be apt to re- 
gard it with greater confidence if they 
saw the Canadian line under contract. 
Upon this subject an Ontario contem- 
porary of no mean intelligence and in- 
thloiK^c s.iys: "The; probability, under such 
circumstances will be that th» Northern 
Facifio willform a junction with t lie Canfi- 
dian line, in accordance with a previous 
plan of its promoters. Sir Hugh Allan 
told UH in the course of his examina- 
tion before tho Commission that in the 
original sclicmo an'anged betweeti him 
and tlie i)romoters of the Northern Pa- 
cific 'it was regarded as a possibility 
that the Northorn Pacific, when it got 
as fur west as tho Missouri liivor, 
would be dcllei'tod so as to join the 
Canadian Pacific, get tlio advantage of 
our easier pass througii tho niountains, 
where thoj* would again separate, tlio 
Northern Pacific passing south to Now 
AVostniiTiater, and tho Canadian Pacific 
seekinr^ tlio shore of tlic Pacific ocean 
at such points as detcrinined by tlie 
surveys.' To some such scheme must 
the promoters of the Northem.'^cific 
again resort, should the Canadian Pa- 
cific; be constructed, and should they dt- 
cide on having a terminus on tlio Paci- 
fic shoves, tlie results would bo 
obviously in favor of our Canadian lino, 
for then tho Northern Pacific would be- 
come merely auxiliary and not roally a 
rival enterprise." When, in tlio light 
of subsequent incidents and develop- 
ments, one loolcs back upon tlin ear- 
nest struggle of American capitalists 
and loatling railway niou to got a fing- 
er in tho Canadian railway pie, it 
must be adoiitted that tho icticetionB 
and'cofielusions of our contemporary 
are quite jiihtiiled. At anyrato we 
heartily concur in tlieviow that the fail- 
tu'C of Jay Cooke. & Co. and conse- 
quent detention of tlie (niterprise 
which was the pro.Kiiiiate cause of fail- 
ure, constitute substantial reasons for 
hurrying forward our great national 
railway. In tlio following views ex- 
pressed by our Ontario contemporary 
we also concur: "The Covernmenl 
will bo able to construct tho "work far 
moie ai1vr»ntiif,'<if>ualy thuu ii llioy allow it 
to be c'iu-ried on lunlor tlid luispiccs of a 
jji'ivato company, who would in tho 
com soof time prob;kl)ly iind tlu'iiiHolvoH 
over-weigh toil. Tho Ciuiadi'. I'licifio is a 
national V. or , 'nd niu i aotbc considered 
US a paying investment for a long while to 
conic. It is essential to tho dovcdopir.ont 
of tiio iiuhistriiil rosouroa.s of a country 
Avldcli, unlo:-;.-! it is con.stniutod, nmsL in 
tho iKituro of thinga roniiiiti a wihlornesK 
to a largo extent. Tlio Govorumoul will 
be in a poHition to liori ow tlin ninupy on 
far hotter torma than any company of 
mero speculators. Thoy will lio able to 
work it nioro advantagoouHly for tho 
^^dlolo people; for thoy will not. ho Ciillnrl 
upon at any time to alter tho t.irilV to 
moot Ihoir nflcosidtioH, Tho tinio i.s favor- 
able for tho rapid construction of tho 
■work, inaBmuch as thousauda of navvies 
will bo now thrown out of omploymont 
hy tho Btoppa^jo of railway ontorpriBos in 
tho United ritiUcB. Uiulei- nnch circum- 
stauoes wo oxpoct tho Cfovnrninent will bo 
proparod, as soon ixi^ Parliiunont onions, to 
dooiare their intention of carrying on 
lliirt groat uatio;iul work on tho plan wbioli 
jiiia Imuu 80 HUCoeRoIul in tha'cnott of tl^«i 
j[ht4ruAtio»al Railway.

It would materially extend the 
available water-frontage uf tho city. 
Tho tilling up behind tho i]uay would 
necessarily bo a secondary aud more 
gradual work. Wo have no moans of 
accurately estimating tho area that 
Avouldbo" thus roplaimud, — tv.iu.sform- 
ed from unsightly and wholly useless 
tidal lauds into lieallhful pleasure 
grounds, or, if need be, sold iu town 
lots at high prices in order to recoup 
the Corporation; but we do not hesi- 
tate to say' tlial; tte land tlius reclaim- 
ed would be well worth the cost of re- 
clamation. It is hardly necessary to 
dwell upon tho vastly im))ro\ed ap- 
pearance such a work would impart to 
that portion of tho city, and howgrcat- 
ly the fatue of property on both sides 
of the Bay woiild be enhanced thereby. 
These and many other points will read- 
ilv suggest themselves to the reader's 
reflecrion. AVhat wo desire more par- 
ticularly to do at tho present time is to 
impress upon pur civic rulers the duty 
of seriously considering; the -whole 
subject in all its bearings and interests 
before expending muoh more ujionthe 
present Btructurc. .Suppose, for in- 
stance, it should turn out that the o.\;- 
peuse of maintaining a crossing by 
bridge v/ouid be C4u;d to tho auaual 
payinenUon %aiijJ:ijQgfund created to 
m'oef alodTn irecossiiry fo~r carrying out 
the work we. have snggefitod, it would 
obviously be bad policy to contin.ie 
tliQ present mode of crossing, which 
involves never-ending oxiiondituro, 
without attaining any very .satisfactory 
results. We commend the whole sub- 
ject to the earnest consideration of the 
City Council.

Ho 
points to tho case of tho liivor Doe as a 
proof that tliooflect of narrowing tho tide- 
way is that it diminishes the ilow of water 
and prQves.injurious to the navigation of 
the river. The contingency which Lord 
Ebury suggests as pos:jiblo is too terrible 
to coutem|)lato. London, with tho Thames 
nu navigable, would soon lose its greatness. 

Xing Vletiu- hhumanuel had arrived at 
A'ienn.i, and beo)i lei'oived with much 
poi)ular enthu-siasm. A speoiol telegram 
from our oorrxispondent fnruiahes an ex- 
tended report of tho incidcnke of his Ma- 
jesty's rceoi>tion. Tho Vienna Liberal 
press refer to tho visit as an oamo.st of a 
common policy between Austria and Italy 
iu rosistiug, the tlltramontnnes and lleac- 
tioniats. The clerical IWffr/n/iii appeared 
in inoarnini^, and was conhscatod. There 
is some talk at Bomeof raising tho Italian 
Legislative at Berlin to tho rank of an em- 
bassy.

l*he Railway of tbe Future. 

Railroadin.g has Jiitlierto taken most 
of its lessonsin improvemont from En- 
gland. Our necessities for transporta- 
tion were ho jrreat that the most we 
<N)uld do for many years was to build a 
line with n. single track and sidings. 
Terrible disasters and i)ul)lic clamor at 
Ipugtli cninbined to indneo tbo leading 
conip."/,jio.-i to build double ti-acks, al- 
though a large majority of tho Ameri- 
can lines still have only single tracks 
and sidings. The invention and uni- 
versal introduction of the niagnotic 
telegraph along rnilw.ays were of great 
u.so in facilitating operations, obviating 
collisions, and increasing the general 
speed. Gradually the i;ail has boen 
improved by tho use of steel, the road 
bcdri haS'o "been ballastgrd'with stdno, 
locomotives built for alpine grades.in- 
clined jdains and stationary engines 
increased, the passenger cars imjirov- 
ed, coal cnr.s built of iron, bridges 
built of iron, and arrangements made 
to enable engineers to scoop up a full 
supply of water from a tank, running 
at full speed, without stopping at tho 
water stations. 

And now, Aniorican railroading, 
prosperous, rich, powerful, takes leave 
f the l']uropoan model and strides 
ahead on a new path. The leading 
company in Pei a y'.vaiiais now build- 
ing quadrajdo tracks to sejiai'ato its 
way business from tho through bussi- 
ness, and so increase tho general speed 
of all. There is nothing like this in 
England. It is a step forward for our- 
selves, and our im])ression is that it 
will bo a great success. Tiot the reader 
think of a railway, carrying eight rails 
all the waj- through from Philadeliihia 
to Pittsburg, and he will liave an idea 
of what the American I'ailway of the 
future is likely to be. Not only will 
all the general roadway have to be 
doubled, but the width of tiio bridges 
and tunnels increased, and new sidings 
built at convenient points. 

These arrangements will go far to 
solve the problem of how to increase 
the s])eed of trains with safety, at 
wliicl! HO many liave l."-'e!i v.-orking. 
But, in all probability, higher speed 
than any attainable oven in this way, 
will be donmndod and in some way ob- 
tained. The giant railway, with an 
enormous rail and. an engine of twelve 
feet driving wheel 'iii diameter, ' is not 
a dream, but a jiossibility. And if a 
train can bo driven a hundred miles an 
hour with such means, tho capital can 
be had to build a road and i»ake the 
experiment. With such a line, we 
could breakfast iu Philadelphia, and 
sup in Chicago ou the same day. And 
tho journoy from Philadelphia to Now 
York would not occupy an hour. The 
National railway promises to do it iu 
two hours. All these things are among 
tho necessities of our vast country, with 
its great distances and diverse inter- 
ests. And tho money spent in trying 
these experiments would not bo scpian- 
dered, but applied to a very useful 
purpose. In the meantime the quadru- 
jjle tracks will Very muoh enhance the 
rapidity o£. transit.-f-jdwerfoajt ExcTianga.

On- Friday, October ih-d, the stu- 
pendous work of changing tlio gauge of 
the Grand Trunk Railway along tho ou- 
tiro line between ^Montreal and Stratford, 
was commenced and completed by thu 
following Monilay morning.

^\ft^ found necfessary to in^vkoin tho road, 
in order to be t ta t' i t g^ff(nght connections 
by making the . gauge conform to the 
American staridivrd, and also to reduce 
working expenses. The reduction in 
width between tho rails isOJi inohes, 
tho old gauge be.ng .') ft. () inches, 
whilst tho "standartl" or American gauge 
is but 1 ft. 8Vj inches. .\s wo/liave said, 
the work ia a stuj)endons onjj; aud is 2)ro- 
bahly without a paiallel ia^lio history ot 
railroading. The distni^oh 'jbetwoon JTon- 
troal and Stratford isiiljout 430 miles, to 
which must bo adij/jd 120 miles ofsidings 
in the difl'oront ^tion yards, making u 
total of 550 milos of line oa which the 
gauge had^i<n5e changed. \
